Captain Benjamin Hrayton, and a sla- 
ter, Mrs. Mary A. Read, the former 
dying In Bristol on Friday of last week 
and the latter In Fall River on Tuesday.

Captain Benjamin Braytou was for 


many years one of the best kuowu cap- 
tains in the service of the Fill River 
line and was a steamboat commander 
many y«ars before that line waa es- 
tablished. He was about ninety years 
of age. 


Captain Braytou, who was tbe old- 


eat steamboat master in this part of the 
country, was born in Fall River, Jan. 
19, 1814. He was tbe BOD of Thomas 
and Marietta (Albert) Braytou. When 
14 years of age be began bis career as 
assistant to bis fatber on the sloop Fall 
River. A short time later be was en- 
gaged OB the steamer Hancock, then 
plying between Fall River and Provi- 
dence, and remained on this boat many 
years, finally becoming her captain. 
From tbe Hancock be went as mate on 
the steamer Rhode Island, plying be- 
tween Providence and Newport. He 
had charge of tbe boat during the ab- 
sence of Captain Ihayer, who was the 
grandfather of Councllmau Thayer of 
Bristol. Later Captain Brayton be- 
came master of the steamers King 
Philip and Canonicus, naming tbe lat- 
ter boat himself. He was also captain 
of the Empire State in 1861, when that 
steamer took the First Regiment, R. I. 
Volunteers, from Providence to New 
York. He also became captain of the 
fine steamer Bristol, and one dark 
stormy night in March, 1868, bad a 
terrific experience in rounding Point 
Judith. 
Captain Braytou continued 


In command of the Bristol uutil 1875, 
and since that time has led a quiet, re- 
tired life at home. 


Tbe funeral of Mrs. Read took place 


in Fall River Friday afteruoou. 


Mr. James B. Braytou Is now the 


sole surviver of a family of eleven chil- 
dren, of whom a number lived to attain 
a ripe old age.

Take an 
old buggy tire and have straps made 
witli a hole in each end. Five of these 
ihould be bolted on each side and two 
on each end, as shown in cut. Stand- 
ards which are to slip into these an 
made of 1% by 2 inch stuff 40 tncuea 
long. 


For tlatt get poplar four Inches wide 


by three-quarters inch thick. Bolt these 
to the standards four Inches apart. The 
top ratling Is made extra strong by 
putting on an extra strip which has a 
quarter inch groove. A tenon should be 
cut In the top of each upright to fit Into 
this. The corners at the top should bo 
fixed with ordinary strap door fasten- 
ings bent around the corner, fastened 
at one end and with a staple over 
which to slip the other. These can be 
held in place by small wooden wedgej 
to fit the staple. By means of this 
strap fastener at the corner the sides 
and ends can be quickly unfastened 
and taken off, and the bottom can then 
be removed with ease. Tlie wagon will 
carry twenty sheep or hogs at a load. 
I have also found It most useful hi 
farm work. Taking off the sides, I 
have a good bed for holding fodder, to 
bacco and other things. Aside from 
your own labor It is very Inexpensive.

The number of the stripes 
having been increased by the admis- 
sion of new states, our sure to be ex- 
panded future dawned upon our fathers 
aud tbe original thirteen stripes were 
unchangeably restored by act of Con- 
gress on April 4, 1818, when It was 
enacted: "That from aud after the 
fourth day of July next, the flag of the 
United States be thirteen horizontal 
stripes, alternate red and white; that 
the Union be twenty start, white in a 
blue field, aud that ou tbe admission of 
a new State Into tbe Uulon, one star be 
added to Ibe Uuiou of tbe flag; aud 
such addition take effect ou the fourth 
day of July next succeeding such ad- 
mission. " Since 1818 twenty-five stare 
or sovereign States have been added to 
the Uuiou, making forty-live In all. 


Since the struggle of 1861-1865, tbe 


flag has become the symbol of a mighty 
nation. It has beeu carried to the ut- 
most parts of the earth, carrying lib- 
erty wherever it h»s been thrown to the 
breeze. Americans cannot fall of a feel- 
iug of pride and satisfaction, nor re- 
strain the swelling of patriotism in the 
breast, when we contrast the meaning, 
in far distant liinds, of ours and other 
rings di"pluyed together. 


Tbe stars and stripes within the re-

•ff Narrow Escape. 


A newspaper report says: April 14, 


1861, Corp. J. J. Hill was rejected from 
Company C, of the i'irst Minnesota 
regiment, then quartered at St. Paul. 
He had enlisted for the war for the 
Union but tbe medical examiner threw 
him out for a defect in his eyes. That 
regiment made the greatest loss ou the 
Held of Gettysburg ever recorded m the 
history of war. At Balaklava 36 per 
cent, were killed or wounded, at Grave- 
lutte,o9J percent, were killed or wound- 
ed, but the First Minnesota' regiment 
was suddenly thrown into the breach 
at Gettysburg to repair a broken col- 
umn under special assault from the 
euemy. It held the ground under heavy 
fire until reinforcements could come up 
wheu Major Martin MacGinuis was 
fouud roundly denouncing a few com- 
rades for what he termed was most dis- 
graceful cowardice. "You have dis- 
graced your State " he shouted, "wher* 
are you?" "No, ' said a comrade by 
his side, "every man is here." Over 83 
per cent, of that regiment lay on the 
ground killed or wounded.

Tho proceedings in the Senate, the 


last day of Congress, were not so lively 
or interesting as in tbe House. The 
President came to the Capitol early in 
tbe t'oienoun, with his wife and family. 
While he was busy signing bills in the 
Kxet/utive room, Mix. Roosevelt occu- 
pied a ->eut in tbe Senate gallery, and 
bad tiie pleasure of listen ing to speeches 
Ly Gorman of Maryland, and Aldrich 
of Kbude Island, against and iu favor 
uf the administration. It is evident 
that there lias been an attempt on tl^e 
part of many Democrats, to impress 
tbe people witb tbe notion that tbe 
President is an unsafe man, and lias 
ton much influence with the party con- 
troliug Congress.

by Japan Very Soon

Toklo, May G.—It is officially an-

8t. Petersburg. May 6.—With Vice 


Admiral Togo hovering iu the Imuie- 
•dlate vicinity of Fort Arthur and 
traiuporte loaded with troop* lying at 
Pitaewo, Dortheait of that stronghold, 
Kuuila has braced henelf for Impend- 
ing convict* with the fo«, when ah. 
Will again play a defenalve role, thU 
time, It Is hoped, with better success 
and, therefore, with less sacrifice of life 
than In the engagements on the Yalo. 


The war commission sat until 2 


o'clock this morning, and at the clow 


• of the session It was announced that 
there was nothing to communicate to 
the public. It la known, howerer, that 
the czar has been Informed of th* 
presence of a Japanese fleet off the Llao 
Shan promontory and the appearance of 
transports at Pitaewo. 


The fact that the two events oc- 


curred simultaneously 
may 
have 


significance. If a landing should take 
place at Pltsevro the experts anticipate 
that Togo's battleship squadron will 
bombard Port Arthur in order to pre- 
vent the garrison from sending rein- 
forcements by railroad to the troops op- 
posing the Japanese there. Neither the 
admiralty nor the war office believes 
that a disembarkation of the Japanese 
can be stopped, as the guns of the Jap- 
anese cruisers could command the point 
of landing, but after the Japanese are 
ashore then the Russians will strike. 
What force they will be able to bring 
up to resist the Invaders cannot be 
stated definitely, the strength of the 
army on the peninsula of Liao Tung 
baring been kept a secret. 


It Is expected that the railrond Trill 


play «n important part in the effort of 
the Russians to pvrsh the Japanese into 
the sea, as it will permit the rapid 
transportation of troops.

Tbe Providence. Norfolk and Haiti-

1873 they made Providence the termi- 
nus for a portion of their uoaw, and ap- 
pointed Mr. E. H. Rockwell ageut. 
The boats luncl at Ives' wharf, although 
the landing in soon to be removed to 
morecoumiodiounqnarteis attheLons- 
dale wharf, and in spile of the hard 
times of the past three years, the line 
baadouea prosperous business. During 
tbe past winter, tbe line has run three 
boats, the Mct.'lellan, lilackstoue and 
Kennedy to Providence, rtome weeka, 
however, have brought five steamers, 
lustead of three, and the facilities for 
doing tbe woik of tbe liue bid fair to Le 
Increased the coming season. The boats 
leave Providence ou Wednewlayu ai;d 
Saturdays. 


LINKS TO PHILADELPHIA. 


In 1866, J. M. HuutiUKtou * Co. 


started a liue of boatn to Philadelphia. 
The Huuter, of 515 tout waa Ihe firnt 
boat. She was noon followed by tbe 
Chant, of 547 tuna. Iu 1867, tbe Ct-aae 
wan sold aud her place was taken by 
tbe Whirlwind. Will later, the Utility 
was added to tbe line. lo 1871, the 
Utility was burued at her dock at India 
Point, but waa rebuilt. In 1872, the 
Huuter and Whirlwind were sold to 11. 
WiuBor <fe Co., who have aluce main- 
tained the Hue. Mow two large pro- 
pellers, tbe Tonawanda aud Catharine 
Whiting, are employed. The boats sail 
Wednesdays and Saturdays from the 
wharf at the foot of South Main street. 
George A. Kelton Is the present agent, 
and the Hue ie doing a large business. 
About the first of May, the Hue will 
cbauge its terminus to the wharf uow 
occupied by the Baltimore boats. 


The Clyde Iron liue baa its terminus 


at tbe foot of Brook street. Tbe liue 
was started with tbe Wilmington iu 
1872. During most of tbe Intervening 
time two Clyde boats a week have piled 
between Providence and Philadelphia. 


• At present, only oue boat, the Norfolk, 


is ou tbe Providence line. This has 
beeu tbe case for only a short time, aud 
the regular two boats a week are likely 
soou to be running again. The agent 
vf the liue ie Mr. Stephen D. Andrews. 


EXCUUSIONS ON THE BAY. 


It would be difficult to tell wheu ex- 


cursions began to be popular on Ntorra- 
ganeett Bay. Long before the first 
steamboat troubled the waters, packets 
used to make excursion trips to Nayatt 
and to Newport aud arouud Beaver 
Tail. Ou tbe 24th of June somewhere 
about 1800, there was au excursion of 
which tradition has preserved au ac- 
count.. It was St. John's day, and tbe 
Masons bethought themselves to have a 
picnic. Just about that time, David 
Grieve had invented a uew kind of boat. 
It was a propeller, although not a 
steamboat. It might have been called 
an oxboat. Two screws were placed in 


a wheel, propelled the 


boat. Iu this unique craft, the Masons 
were Invited toembark|for Pawtuxet. 
They accepted the invitation and were 
soon speeding over the sparkling waters 
of the Bay. It was ebb. tide aud the 
boat worked marvelously well. 


At last they landed and enjoyed the 


day. 
A little before sunset they re-em- 


barked for home. Again It was ebb 
tide. The boat moved very slowly up 
the stream, aud, at last, ceased to ad- 
vance. In vain the patient oxen trav- 
eled faster and faster; In vain the dis- 
gusted Inventor ran to and fro. The 
strength of the current was greater than 
two ox power could overcome and the 
boat wus slowly but surely drifting 
down stream. The attempt to reach 
Providence was abandoned and the 
party only asked that they might reach 
the shore. But that boon seemed to be 
denied them. At length In a moment 
of inspiration the Masons climbed upon 
the wheel and their efforts added to 
those of the oxen brought the boat safe 
to laud. Then the Masonic pleasure 
pai'ty trudged through miles of sand 
back to Providence. 
.. THE FIBST STEAMBOAT EXCURSION*. 


When the Firefly came iu 1817, about 


the first thing her owners did was to 
advertise a "cuerry excursion" to Fall 
Elver. The fare was $2.00, meals in- 
cluded. We are left In painful uncer- 
tainty as to whether the excursionists 
got any cherries, but the excursion, as 
a whole, appears to have been a suc- 
cess. The Firefly made a good many 
trips to different points In the Bay, and 
In that way earned more money than 
she did by her regular trips between 
Providence aud Newport. Indeed, her 
fame as au excursion boat spread great- 
ly abroad, aud parties enme from Wor- 
cester and Springfield and ail the coun- 
try round about to ride In the wonder- 
ful craft called a steamboat. One of 
these parties bad quite un exciting ex- 
perience. They were quite largely from 
Springfield, Mass., and took the boat 
for Newport. All went smoothly until 
the boat was within a few miles of 
Newport, when there was some acci- 
dent to the machinery. The wheels 
stopped and the Firefly calmly drifted 
ashore. She struck in ngood place and 
the terrified exrnrwioiilt*i« IOHI no (hue 
iu getting ashore, rtome of the party 
walked to Newport, while others be- 
coming t-atislled that ihe boat was not 
within a minute ol going down, went 
back on board. Oxen weic procured 
aud the boat WHH towed and poled into 
Newport. 


A UELIQHTFUL •••ISIIINU THIP. 


In 1822 the Connecticut advertised 


a fishing excursion to Block Island. 
The fare was S?2 and passengeis were 
requested to provide their own refresh- 
ments. 
Fishing tackle, it was an- 


nounced, "would bepiovided on board.

A steamer called Ibt Pawluckei waa 


built at Provldtuc* lu 1825. Bbe was 
owued by William Harris aud Isaac 
Ellis, of North Providence, aud was 
used somewhat as an excursion boat 
The Chancellor Livingston was, to Ihe 
la»t, a favorite excursion boat, and the 
Washington uiade a great many pleas- 
ant trips down Ihe Bay. It was Ib* 
lai-blrn, for a good many yearn, for I lie 
new boats, as they came on, lo make a 
few excursion tripn, In order to show 
oil'Ihe new boats. The Franklin, 1'res 
ident, Boston, Providence, Massachu 
netta, libode Hland. Narragausetl, Mo- 
began, In fact, all the boats down ti 
1840, or thereabouts, did more or less o 
tills duty. 


KXCUHSIONB IN* GENERAL. 


The excursions themselves were very 


much like what they are uow. Tbe re 
pvrtfi of them indicate that there was 
proportionately, about the same mini 
her as uow of elderly ladies who con 
Btantly expected anexploskiu; of young 
people who sought tbe uttermost parts 
of the boat and sat quite unnecessarily 
close together, cousideiiug tbe amount 
of room that there was to spare; o 
rampageous lads, who 
unceasingly 


rushed from, oue end of the boat to the 
other; aud of quiet people, who watch 
ed tbe rent aud bad a good deal of fuu 


Military organizations aud secret so- 


cieties made excursion trips from Prov- 
idence a good/ many years •before tbe 
Sunday Schools adopted the plan. Tbt 
first Sunday School excursion ou reeoK 
was made iu July, 1838. 
Iu that year 


the Sunday School of tbe First Uulver 
salist Church made a steamboat excur 
slon to Mount Hope. The Balloon 
made quite a number of excursion trips 
lu 1841. 
Tbe next year, while the Dorr feeling 


ran high, a large party of Rhode Isl- 
anders made an excursion down tbe 
Bay to some point over the Massachu- 
setts Hue, where, tbe Boston Atlas said 
"they talked over tbeir grievances at a 
festival called a Clam Bake." Of oneof 
these clam bakes, a German professor 
wrote: "Tbe people assemble at the sldt 
of the river aud feast upon a species o 
oyster called tbe clam, after which they 
grow noisy aud clamor about their 
rights." 
In 1843, Smith's Palace came into 


prominence. Tbe lolas advertised trips 
thither, tbe fare beiug for a gentlemau 
alone -50 ceuts, aud lor a gentlemau aud 
lady 75 cents. A clambake, chowder 
»nd opportunities for fishing were tbe 
attractious,aud tbe Palace was well pat- 
ronized. 
In 1844, excursionists went chiefly to 


Newport, the lolas advertising special 
rates to families and parties. The ex- 
cursion business seems to have beeu 
very dui; iu 1845; but, In 1848, Smith's 
Palace becomes prominent ugalu. In 
1847, tbe King Philip made a variety 
of excursions, oue iu particular tu War. 
reu. 


THE DISCOVERY OF ROCKY POINT. 
In 1848, the Argo began running be- 


tween Warren aud Provideuce. She 
came here from Newark. -N. J., aud 
was owued by Capt. B. B. Bartou, N. 
Drown and Capt. William Winslow. 
She was a short, wide boat, aud so evi- 
dently safe that she soon drifted iuto 
the excursion business. Duriug tbe 
summer of that year she took a small 
party from the Sunday School of Dr. 
Hall's church to Hooky Point. A few 
days later, tbe First Universalist Sun- 
day School weut tbitber iu force. 


They lauded upon the rocks, just 


where tbe wharf is uow. The grounds 
were owned by a Mr. Lyon, who al- 
lowed the 520 excursionists to wander 
about pretty much as they pleased. 
They carried away so good a report of 
Rocky Point that other parties went 
there, aud in 1849 the Argo made regu- 
lar trips thither. The fare was 26 ceuts. 
Sunday Schools and societies were 
taken cheaper. Capt. Wiuslow, about 
this time, bought the place aud greatly 
improved it; so that duriug I860 and 
1851 Hocky Point became very popular. 


Tbe discovery, as it were, of Rocky 


Point in 1818, led to a search for other 
attractive resorts. In 1849, Vue de 1'Eau 
began to be advertised, and several re- 
sorts of lessiT uote were opened. The 
MusBBSoit, of the Khode Island Steam- 
boat Company's line, and the Canoui- 
ciis made trips here and there aud got 
people quite iu the way of yoiug. 


THE SWAN AT PAWTUXET. 


TheSwau, a tiuy craft commanded 


by Capt. Mills, rau in 1849 between 
Provideuce aud Pawtuxet, touching at 
"intermediate landings." The Journal 
thus describes her first arrival at Paw- 
tuxet: 
Quite an excitemeut was occasioued 


in the ancient aud quiet town of Paw- 
tuxet by the aupearauce of a steamer, 
making directly for the wharf. As she 
turned arouud tbe neck and entered 
the pretty little cove which comes up 
lo receive and welcome the waters of 
tbe Pawtuxet, half the male population 
bad assembled to witness the novel 
sight. Tbe pilot met all tbe perils of 
this intricate navigation with unsur- 
passed seamausbip, aud made his way 
through the fleet of sailboats and lish- 
ing smacks, without tbe least collision 
or other accident, the captain iuge- 


j uiously standing with one foot ou 
i each gun wale to keep the boat in trim, 
I while the biys on the wharf were half- 


persuaded that one of the Cunarders 


I had put in in distress, or out of clams. 
| 
One of the passengers, who had not 


• vifiled Pawtuxet since the days when 
j the punch twnxl at "Aborn's Tavern" 
| was lillui nightly, wn» delighted to 
j iind hiniselfoiicf more in front of Ilia! 
i venerable edifice; but the lin«n!lui>le 
! sign no longer i-wung over the door, 


nor did there even remain any indica- 
tions of that good cheer which formerly

As in tile cuHC. of all oilier Industries, 


his one was initialed by hiuicl labor 
lone.

quently they were lied up in bundkn 
and dipped eu block, the workman 
giving each bundle a twist w i t h his 
hands so that the end of each splint 
would be free to move to « certain 
exteut and absorb a little more of the 
compound than it would if kept quite 
still. The next advance, wus to tix the 
splints ill u frame so that each wus 
separated from its neighbor; utid this 
frame, containing about 1,500 mutches, 
would be brought down on a murrle 
slab upon which the composition wax 
spread. The tipped matches, still in 
their Irame, would then be dried in air 
for a few hours, and afterward placed 
lu a heated chamber lo complete their 
deiiccatlou.

1 be decision, he says, 
was offeied to Mr. Tlldvu; but the con- 
sideration was not uiouty but certain 
political aud other considerations which 
were not accepted. He thinks that Mr. 
Bigelow had a lapse of memory. 


BHADLEY'S VOTE. 


On the following morning Mr. Jus- 


tice Bradley sided with tbe Republicans 
and ever afterwards; for which he some 
time later gave lu an open letter tbe ex- 
planation that be bad written tbt two 
opinions for private use aud bad never 
decided lu favor of tbt Democrats. 
Tbe alleg.-d witnesses to bit change of 
mind, his Democratic colleague*, also 
denied any knowledge that Mr. Brad- 
ley had changed bis opinion. 


CHARGE EMBITTERED BBADLEY'S LIFE. 


The charge against Justice Bradley 


undoubtedly embittered the last years 
of his life. No proof was ever offered of 
the charge, 
and all testimony was 


against It, but the ttory has survived 
until this day. 


SENATOR HOAR'S STATEMENT. 


Senator Hoar, a few weeks ago, made 


for this article the following interesting 
statement on tbe subject: 


•'I do not believe a more impartial, 


incorruptible aud upright judge ever 
sat than Mr. Justice Bradley. He was 
as littlo:aflected or iuflenced in any oplii- 
on by any political or other unworthy 
motive as won Id have been any great 
Kngllsh judge who would have been 
called in to nettle this question asuu im- 
partial refen.<e, curing nothing for either 
party. Mr. Justice Bradley never an- 
nounced to tnts electoral commission, so 
far as I y:uow or belleve,tp auy member 
of 1! ,an .'tpinitjt: iu favor of the Demo- 
cratic; raij'realion and, of course, never 
announced uny change of opiuion. Sen- 
ators Thuruiau aud Bayard, two Dem- 
ocratic members (of the commission) 
bad iu debate iu the senate, before tbe 
question arose, very strongly urged that 
under the constitution the two houses 
had no right to go behind the deci- 
sions of the tribunals appointed by the 
itates to determine the result of the 
election of tne presidential electors. A 
little while before, Judge Abbott (also a 
member of the commission) at a dinner 
given by the law club at the house of 
the late Justice Gray, had very vehe- 
mently denounced the same opinion in 
a discussion with Judge Benjamin F. 
Thomas, one of our ablest lawers. 
I 


beard this when I cume home from 
Massachusetts. Ou my way back to 
Washington Senator Kerutin, who had 
taken a place on the electoral commis- 
sion wheu Mr. Tuurman was ill, got 
tito the earn and we talked all the way 
from New York to Washington. - I 
told linn this story (about Judge Ab- 
bott). 
He replied: "Mr, Hoar, you 


will never hear me say anything to the 
contrary of that." 
So of the eight 


Deuiocrutic members who sat on the- 
[iommissiou- -though there were but 
seven Democrats'it any on* lime-four 
were of the opinion thut the majority 
were right. 1 do not know bow many 
able Democrats have since expre. Bjd lo 
me the same opinion, ami have said 
thut any other conclusion would have 
resulted, in all probability, iu Ihe over- 
:lm>w of the republic. I um willing to 
rest in> own vindication und the vin- 
dication of the actiou of the electoral 
commission, if it should be necessary, 
with the Demcorutic party alone. 


This statement, which undoubtedly 


represents the existing sentiment of tbe 
country ou the subject without regard 
,o politics, is interesting, because at tbe 
:ime of the decision the nutiou was 
ranged in two nearly equal hostile, 
political camps, when there was little 
lonor or integrity impulsed by oue to 
be other. The passions of that time 
lave passed away, and the decision of 
he commission has iu law aud iu leg- 
slatiou beeu viudicated, but the fact 
must not be forgotten that at the time 
here were few who believed iu tbe In- 
egrity of a political opponent and the 
charges of fraud and bribery lasted for 
wars, and are not yet entirely dispelled.

A ill null longer step 
in to add alcohol, whicn deadens the 
uerve centres and causes a greater or 
leu degree uf iiiseusibility to thirst. 


'•The stronger forma of alchol, 'wu- 


taiulug comparatively little water," 
Profler Iluaby says, "are not beverage* 
at all, but sense paralyzing or stupefy- 
ing drugs." 


Now, an to the vegetable sources of 


these beverages, Dr. Rushy says that 
dwellers in portions of the globe where 
water I] scarce usually know of some 
plant which accumulates supplies of 
water, which may be pilfered from the 
plaut. The value of the oocoanut in 
thus secreting liquid, cool wheu all else 
about it is disagreeably warm, is well 
known. Belated palui fruits also se- 
crete water, aud, Dr. Kuiby wye of 
them: 
'•I have stood on the tidal flats of Ven- 


ezuela, with no fresh water supply with- 
in in»oy miles, and filled a calabash 
with potable water from palm fruits as 
large as goose eggs. 


"Ou the upper Maderia, where the 


great sandy plain provided no streams 
or springs within easy reach, the hol- 
low stems of the bamboos could furnish 
enough water to bathe in without in- 
volving an excessive amount of labor 
iu the collection. 


"At another pi'iiit water is obtained 


by cutting the 'stem of a tall-cliiuOlug 
biguouiaceous vine, wheu an abun- 
dance of palatable water dripped from 
the severed stem. The traveller's palm 
secretee water iu abuudauce iu the Im- 
mense leavee, and the Indians of the 
Southwestern deserts of the United 
States aud iu Mexico secure water from 
various cacti." 


Fruits are tbevourceof very many bev- 


erages. Orange* aud watermelons are 
included among such as are nought by 
man aud animal alike more for their 
thlrst-queuching qualities than asedl- 
b'e products. 


The caju Is a fruit almost entirely 


composed of sweet, acidulous liquid, 
with the smallest amount nf tissue that 
can contain the juice. The uufermeut- 
ed juice of apples aud grapes is of the 
same character, aud practically the 
same is water flavored with fruit juices, 
like lemon juice. Dr. Rusby adds: 


"Our forefathers used cranberries, bar- 


berried, sumac fruits and oleaginous 
fruits for this purpoe." 


He adds that there strougly acid 


beverages alleviate the 
ceuaatloii of 


thirst and excessive heat more tbau a 
corresponding quantity of water, and 
Introduce a distinctively new element 
of beverage, while still another element 
is Introduced wheu fruit juices contain- 
ing sugar are allowed to ferment aud 
form a sparkling wine, like champagne 
or eider. 


Carbon dioxide gas results in the pro- 


cess aud deadeus the ends of the thirst 
nerves, while the contained 
water 


quenches thirst. Thus a much smaller 
quantity of the liquid satisfies the thirst 
tbfu of pure water. 
Many persons 


object to the small amount of alcohol 
which results from the vinous fermeU' 
tatiou, so they artifically carbonate 
such fruit juices and flavored waters. 


If the fermented juices themselves 


are used, the mildest kind of alcoholic 
beverages,tbe sparkling class, result. A 
great variety of substances are thus 
utilized. Wheu seeds or grains are used 
the product comes under the general 
head of beers or malt liquor. If fruit 
or plaut juice are used, tbe products are 
ciders or wines. 


Where plaut juices instead of fruit 


juices are used the product is the same 
but iu this case the source of alcohol is 
caue-augar, iu the 
former glucose. 


The best known of all is the fermented 
juice of the sugar-cane, but perhaps the 
most famous is the pulque made by 
fermentlug the juice collected from a 
cavity made by cutting out the bud of 
the ceutury plaut when ready to flower. 
Many hundred pounds of liquid may 
be obtained from a siugle large plaut, 
no treated, witbiu a few weeks. 


Of alcohol Dr. Kusby nays: "The 


effect of alcohol is almost purely a de- 
pressing one, although it is commonly 
called a stimulant. The distiuction is, 
however, in most cases, rather theoreti- 
cal than practical." 


In rum, whiskey, mescal, arrack, 


etc., the alcohol ranges from thirty to 
fifty per cent., or more, and Dr. Kusky 
remarks "We here see a steady depar- 
ture from the true character of the bev- 
erage, and an approach toward that of 
poisonous drugs.'' 


He adds that "the alcohol habitue 


soon craves a positive effect iu the pro- 
duction of pleasurable states, and this 
introduces an entirely new group of 
nervines, miscalled beverages, lu which 
caffeine Is the most commonly occur- 
lug and Important element. 
These 


drugs, with their intense action upon 
tbe heart and upon the brain cells, are 
far more Injurious, and even deadly, 
than alcohol.' 


"This statement does uot, of course, 


•pply to the use of the weaker infus- 
ions of tea or coffee taken as true bev- 
erage, for the cake of the contained 
water, aud with the drug percentage 
ao slight as uot to produce more than 
a mild exhilaration. It does apply to 
the habitual use of strong teas aud cof- 
fees. 


"Caffeine does uot destroy cerebral 


equilibrium, like alcohol, and Is, there- 
fore, not really a narcotic. It improve* 
aud increases mental vigor, though the 
exhaustion is correspondingly greater, 
and increased rent and recreation are 
called for after the labor la put." 


Frofteeor Busby has nothing but con- 


tempt for the various cereal substitutes 
for coffee, and says of them that "tbe; 
contain no element of harm and little 
good and It can only be a perverted 
taste that prefers thein to pure water."

Dark, heavily shaded pictures should

Near the light belong the picture* iu 


fainter tints, the subdued water-colors, 
the Hue engravings, whose best points 
need illumination. 


This order may sometimes be reversed 


wheu the corner (ah heat from the win- 
dow allows a decided need of brighten- 
ing by light pictures, hut always the 
gradation of Hutu should bo iiorue iu 
mind. 


Iu a well-planned room the darkest 


color is found iu the carpel, aud melts 
from r.hal through the shades of cur- 
tains aud furniture to the lightest 
nuance in the wall; similarly the lower 
pictures should be more sombre in hue 
lhau the upper, aud should lead the 
eye uucousciotMly from the deepest hue 
to the highest light. 


A dark corner may be brightened by 


a brilliant water-color or pastel, per- 
haps, but its position must be studied, 
for if the general 'one of a room is low, 
it is risky to accentuate it at too I many 
points by spots of color. 


When a rgroup of photographb or 


etchings of outdoor scenes It broken by 


full length 'picture piece, the effect is 


Inartistic iu the extreme. 


Oil paintings rarely mingle well with 


other sorts of pictures, save occasional 
engravings. 


One or two oils of high merit may 


have a teserved corner iu the drawing- 
room, removed from comparison with 
ilctures of other clascec. Unless the 
wiutiugs are remarkable lu their ex- 
cellence they should have a more re- 
ired position in tbe library or diuiug- 
rooui, which is the retreat for family 
portraits, which are distinctly out of 
jlace iu the drawing-room or receptiou- 
IX) 00. 


No counsel concerning the hanging 


of pictures would complete without a 
word regarding the wall on which they 
are to appear. The general subject of 
wall hangings is too large to be dwelt 
upou now at any length, and can thus 
be treated chiefly iu its relation to the 
jictures that are to go upon it. 


11 goes without saying that a cartridge 


or flock paper of a solid color is the best 
back-ground for pictures of auy kind, 
aud that even the slightest figure iu a 
wall paper Is a distraction to the eye. 


It is especially harmful to the effect 


if pictures of an inconspicuous order 
ana framed simply iu wood, or a uar- 
ow setting of auy kind. 
Oil paintings iu heavy gilded frames 
r large, broadly framed engravings 
how to better advantage upou a fig- 
ured wall paper tbau auy other kind of 
picture, but it is safe for the person who 
chooses a figured wall baugiug to make 
up her mind to depend upou that for 
oruameutand put most of her pictures 
iu some other part of the house. 


It is safe to advise soft olive greeui 


aud browns or certain subdued shades 
of terra cotta for well lighted apart- 
ments, aud clear buff or old rose or 
even old blue for darker rooms, al- 
though the last is a shade to be handled 
with caution. 


A brilliant red is often a dauger sig- 


nal and must be approached with care. 
It should rarely be selected for a living 
room, unless much of the wall space Is 
covered by bookcases aud cabinets or 
broken by doors and windows. 


For restfulness there is no hue like a 


deep green lu workroom or sitting-room

deep ., 
and, probably no other tint brings out 
to greater advantage the good points of 
pictures of auy kind. 


The happy aspect of both pictures 


and walls depends to a large extent ou 
the framing of the former. 


The sol id gilt frame that was once 


thought the only one for auy aud every 
work of art has beeu susperceded iu 
most cases by the natural wood. 


Tbe choice of thia aud of the mat is 


almost as important as the lirst selec- 
tion of the picture itself. 


Some cleverly artistic women take 


their pictures to a wall-paper dealer, 
select from his stock of nock or cart- 
ridge papers tbe tint they wish, buy a 
roll of it, aud from this they have their 
framemaker cut a mat of the required 
size aud length. 


Such mats, mounted with a frame 


chosen to suit, are charming.—Ex- 
change.

are gaining 


ground, yel in the eyes of the average 
home-bound woman her child Is still 
her owu, and she cau cheer it, feed it 
Iraiu It, aushe sees lit. The State does 
interfere to check extreme cruelty, ab- 
solute ueglect.to preveutchild labor aud 
to compel education; but iu all ordinary 
limits the idea of auy authority out- 
side tlie family does uot cross the 
mother's uihiil. 
The father usually 


has power of ultimate decisiou, but if 
he agree w-ith her they may do what 
they will with the child. 


What is needed here is uot 'arbitrary 


interference from outside, but a change 
lu tlie parents standard of judgment. 


Take the oue point of dreeaiug chil- 


dren. Most mothers bouestly feel that 
they have a right to put ou the child 
whatever seems to them proper aud 
beautiful, and uever dream that the 
child has a right—a distinct right of 
bis or her owu to be dressed lu accord- 
ance with the needs of childhood. The 
suffering inflicted ou little children by 
their mother's vanity is about as uu- 
ustiQable au abuse of power as tbe 
world cau show. 


Where tbe child is taught to eujoy 


that vauily, to take pride iu elaborate 
clothing nt a period wheu such a senti- 
ment in revoltiugly unnatural, the 
effect Is worse. Here we have the soul 
:he character ruthlessly degraded dur- 
ug the most Impressionable years. 


Wbeu women find normal express- 


liou lu legitimate social activity, they 
will uot eeek it through personal dec- 
oration to such ridiculous.extern, stil 
esa will they seek to gratify themselves 
at the expense of a child's comfort 
health aud right endowments. 


We should get tbe general view-point 


—consider children as a class—au im- 
mense and predominantly important 
class of human beings, whose best eer- 
•lue needs our.best wisdom, our collec- 
tive wisdom, aud cannot be trusted to 
the unrestricted whims of peraoual 
ownership.

Miss Hill is doing the work aud draw- 
lug the pay of city treasurer pro tem., 
aud we wish she were eligible to hold 
the oillce iu her own ri^ht. 


Arpiment for Woman Suffrage.

ever heard against the extension of the 
suffrage to women is that it would in- 
crease tbe Ignorant vote, as well as add 
to the Intelligent vote.
